THOMAS PLANTE 
LOCAL OLD TIMER

A well known old timer of the dis- 
trict, Thomas Plante, aged ‘80, died 
at his home after a short illness, 
early Thursday morning, Jafnuary 25.

Mayor And Councilors Are 
Congratutated Annual Meeting 


The 29th annual meeting of the 


ratepayers of the Town of Gieichen! 


‘was held on Friday: evening last at 
which the mayor and council were 
highly complimented on the very 
splendid manner in which the affairs 
of the town had been conducted dur- 
inng thi past year as reflected in the 
financial statement. At the end of 
1936 there were unpaid accounts oi 
over $6,400.00 and at the end of 1939 
these had all been paid, and there 
were now no unpaid accounts. The 
bank balance at the end of 1936 
amounted to $946 and at the end of 
1939 $8,260.00. 

Following are the reports 
various committees: 

Finance department, W. E. Thomp 
son, chairman: The assessment of the 
town increaged slightly over the pre- 
vious year, and the mill rate fo. 
municipal purposes shows a decrease 
of 9 mills. 

The tax levy for municipal pur 
poses shows a corresponding de- 
crease, but the collections of curren 
municipal taxes shows an increasc 
of over $1,470.00, while collection ot 
rears shows an increase of approx- 
imately $4,200 and municipal 1even- 
ue other than taxes shows a slight 
decrease due partly to a reduction in 
cental of the Community hall during 
the first three months of the year. 
Payments for administration decreas- 
ed $830 and for public works and 
water works shows a decrease of 
over $2,200, Health and relief shows 
a decrease this year of over $520

There were no bank loans outstanding 


‘tthe end of the year. The debentur: 


payment was met on the due date, 


‘he bank balance shows an in 
crease of approximately $5,000. The 
vccounts receivable have been reduced 
‘rom $3,072.50 at the end of 1938 tc 
‘832.19 at the end of 1939. The un- 
-ollected municipal taxes at end oi 
19389 shows a decrease of $1,233, anc 
m forfeited lands a slight increase 
iver the previous year. 

For the first time in the past ten 
years the statement shows no ac- 
counts payable. At the end of 1935 
the statement showed over $6,400 of 
oustanding accounts. These have beer 
steadily reduced each year until thi2y 
were finally wiped out at the end of 
1939. The debenture liability is gett 
ing smaller and in two more years 
this will be paid up. 

Waterworks and public works re- 
port, L. Michaél chairman: Several 
leaks in teh mains ocoured during 
the year and these were attended to 
without serious inconvience to water 
users. The pressure maintained is ap- 
parently sufficient for all domestic 
purposes, A new pumping unit was 
installed at a cost of approximately 
$175, and this now assures an ade- 
quate supply of water in the mains 
at all times. This cost was charged 
against the revenue this year. No 
new water connections have heen 
made this year, Leakages in the mains 
were considerably less than they were 
for a number of years, due to the 
fact that the pressure on the mains 
has been reduced owing to the stand- 
pipe and tower having been dincon- 
tinued. There are 43 connected water 
users at the present time, whichi in-

Phe lund purchaged from the Glei- 
chen Agricultural Associtation har 
been fully paid for, the final pay 
ment being made this year. The Sal 
vation Army Home take water {rom 
thelake raying $21.00 a season; An 
ample supply of water was maintain- 
ed in the lake during the season anc 
No shortage on the service was re 
ported. 
«Fire, police and light department, 
I. Brown chairman: One call was 
registered during the year when a 
tire broke out in the garage owned by 
R. S. McQueen. This call was re- 
sponded to by the brigade and also 
by residents of the town. The fire wa: 
quickly brought under control. Thx 
tanks were recharged with acid anc 
minor repaire made to equipment. 
Should. the repairs to the water 
system tbe postponed for any consid- 
erable period the hose should be un- 
wound of the reels and laid flat in 
order to prevent cracking, which is 
liable to occur where the hose is 
wound on the reels. There is about 
eight hundred feet of hose 
fif.t y of which is new and 
has not been used since it was pur- 
chased in 1936. The air pressure for 
operating the whistle supplied by e 
small compressor, installed in the fire 
hall, is giving satisfactory service. 

There have been mo convictions 
during the year, No extra police were 
maintained. On Halloween night » 
few minor complaints were investi- 
gated and disposed of. A. police pa- 
trol of the town was maintained at 
the discretion of the police depart- 
ment.

Aiding The Allies 
Jewish Chemists In Palestine Work- 
ing On New Discoveries 
Jewish chemists in Palestine, some 
of them refugees from Germany, are 


| working hard to discover means of 


helping the Allies in the war. 

They are following the example of 
Prof. Chaim Weizmann, Zionist 
leader who helped the Allied cause in 
the last war by discovering a cheap 
method of making acetone. 

One of these chemists, a man who 
during the World War is said to have 
served in the chemicals department 
of the German War Office, has been ex- 
perimenting with oranges, about 10,- 
000,000 cases of which, representing 
two-thirds of the Palestine crop, may 
not be exported this year because of 
shipping difficulties. 

It was known before oranges and 
grapefruit could be used as sources 
of acetone and cellulose, but this 


| chemist is now reported to have dis- 


covered a citrus derivative which can 
be transformed into a _ powerful 
chemical. He proposes to offer this 
to the Allies, it is understood. 

Recently there also were reports 
in the local press about a Jewish 
engineer from Germany perfecting 
an improved anti-aircraft gun. 

It is by such means as these that 
the leaders of the Jewish community 
consider that their people can make 
the best contribution to the Allied 
cause in the prosecution of the war. 

To conserve available supplies of 
metal, mechanically minded German 
Jews are travelling the country, es- 
pecially visiting farming colonies and 


| settlements, to repair all sorts of dis- 


carded household utensils and ma- 
chines, from old stoves to rusty bi- 
cycles or discarded water pumping 
engines. 


Iron Ore Mine 


Steep Rock Lake Area In Northern 
Ontario Said To Contain One Of 
The Richest Mines In World 

A party from the physics depart- 
ment of the University of Toronto 
have left to conduct further research 
at an iron ore mine at Steep Rock 
Lake in northern Ontario. Similar 
research was conducted by the de- 
partment last winter and it is con- 
sidered possible that one of the rich- 
est iron ore mines in the world has 
been discovered. 

Officials of the department said 
that if preliminary estimates are ful- 
filled, Canada’s position as a source 
of iron ore, particularly during the 
war period, will be increasingly im- 
portant. Preliminary estimates place 
the deposit at 100,000,000 tons of the 
best ore, Drilling operations have 
started.
